Tokyo, Oct. 22, 


JA Foreign Office spokesman jn a 
written statement referring to ‘the 
Hongkong junk inquiry remarks that 
the ‘men on the self-styled fishing 
junks attacked “ testified that’ the 
junks were equipped with old style 
cannon. 


_ “We have never heard of a fishing 
boat with such armaments,” he sald, 
‘and the Chineso’ testimony there- 
fore must be tnken os a confessfon 
that the allegedly attacked junks 
were pirate juiks which Infest the 
neighbourhood of Bins Bay.” 


He points out that the Hongkong 
Government in 1026 revised the 
pirate law for the — purpose of 
strengthening control over Lins Ba 
pirates, without sulisfactory.. control, 
therefore in September 1927 Britain 
proposed to tho Powers a joint -ex- 
pedition against plrates but the 
United States, Franceand ltaly ree 
fused, Therefore Britain decided to 
negotiate with Japan for Joint action. 
An understanding was reached be- 
tween the naval commander in 
Hongkong and the Captain’ of the 
Japanese patrol ship Uji at Canton 
to watch over Bins Bay until January 
1028. ; 

The spokesman recalled that in 
1923 and 1924 the Canton’ nuthori- 
tiles unsuccessfully sent an expedi- 
tlon against pirates and Britain in 
April 1927 sent four warships and 
the alreraft carrier Hermes to Bins 
Bay ond destroyed 110 houses and 
60 junics. In September - 1928, asimil= 
larly they landed 600 marines against 
plrates, 

“These facts should sarve to make 
dear the circumstances surrounding 
the action taken by the Jnpnnesc 
navy against pirates during the past 
weeks,” he ‘declared.—Reuter. *

- FPCONOMISTS _ are, accustomed — to__--Hence -Euclidean--feometry —only 


criticism. Almost since the birth 
of the science they have been 
systematically baited by left-wing 
politiclans, sentimental philanthro~ 
pists, and vituperative men of letters 
like Carlyle, whose phrase, “the 
dismal science,” has acquired a cur- 
‘rency denied to most of the utter- 
anees of thant melancholy prophet. 


Now the scientists are beginning to 
taken hand at the gnume. Wide 
publicity has been given to the re- 
marks of Professor Hogben, the 
Aberdeen Professor of Natural Philo- 
sophy, at the conference of the 
British Institute of Adult Education, 
last week-end. 


In a hostile review . of - modern 
University education, the Professor 
signalled out for special censure what 
he called “the medlacval rubbish 
taught o8 economics In our Univer- 
sities”: ond suggested as a substitute 
for-It “a factual science of wealth,” 
which would Include a survey of 
modern economic problems. 


The Test of Realitics . 


With this point of view the man In 
the street will probably have much 
sympathy, He has a suspicion that 
cconomics is an “unreal” sclence with 
no-relation to everyday Hfe and his 
distrust of it Is not diminished when. 
he watches the: flounderings of the” 
Average economics professor caught 
in the tolls of a concrete problem.'

economle theory has not done-much 
to Increase ‘the amount of economic 
Well-being, The world was in man

Similarly, economics provides an 
imperfect explanation of the econo- 
mic world, beciuse its main assump- 
tion « fs onl = partially true, 
Economists assume the existence of 
free and perfect competition. They 
do thls for the sake of slmplicity, and 
because competition is still a power- 
ful force provoking economic activi- 
ys ‘ 


But the perfect competition which 
the cconomist inkes ag his starting- 
point .probably never existed; and 
certainly does not exist in the present 
world of “quotas, output restrictions, 
and new deals. 


Hence the conclusions of: economics 
must be adjusted to the facts. They 
must not. be applied blindly. 

At one time cconomists did not 
reallse this, They do so .now, 
Every @Universdty bas courses on 
realistic or applied economics, meant 
to bridge the gap between theory and 
fact. These courses clothe the ary 
bones of abstract reasoning wit 
flesh. They plve o picture and not 
mercly a map o plan: of the econo- 
mic systern. They are, indeed, exam-

i Philadelphia, Oct, 22. 
Dr, C, T. Wang, Chinese Am- 
bassador to Washington, spoke to the 
Board of Trade and defended — the 
Chinese Government na belng de- 
mocratie and merlting .United States’ 
wympnathy through the fundamental 
similarity of the Chinese and 
Agnerican socio! and political ideals. 

"Me declared that there the differ- 
ence In the speed of industrialisation 
and mechantsatlon and the ralsing of 
the general standard of ving In 
China acd Japan was duc to the 
fact that Ching, In recent years, has 
attempted to achieve | them through 
Gemocratic processes, whereas Japan's 
essentially totalitarian structure en- 
-avled her to achieve greater eMclency 
in the same transitlon, 

Quoting the constitutions of both 
Governments, Dr. Wang asserted that 
the authority of the Japanese cone 
stilutlon was derfved from the Em- 
peror, whereas’ the authority of the 
Chinese constitution and Government 
was derived from the people. 

He said that China, since’ the 1912 
revolution, ‘had been proceeding 
rapidly In physical unifiention of her 
territories, He said that the cultural 
unity among all Chinese was greater 
than among any other people, “ale 
though the Chinese, by tradition ond 
practice, were prepared for self- 
Government and had not been ace 
customed to the rule of a strong and 
energetic Central =. government. 
Therefore, the establishment of such 
a government had been a task which 
texed the Irtelligence and dcter- 
minatlon of: the people.” He snkd he 
recornised that the United States’ 
Interest In China was duc “to the 
Amerlean respect for the rights of 
_ other nations anda strong desire that

“Tokyo Declares Junks 
Were Pirates 


++ Tokyo, Oct. 22. 


A Foreign OMce. spokesman in o 
written statement referring ‘to the 
Hongkong junk inquiry remarks that 
the men on the felf-styled fishing 
junks attacked testified that the 
junks were cquipped with old style 
cannon. ‘ 


“We have never heard of a fishing 
boat with such armaments,” he sald, 
“and the Chinese testimony there- 
fore must be taken as a confession 
that the allegedly attacked junks 
were pirate Junks which infest the 
nelghbourhood of Blas Bay.” 


’ He points out that the Hongkong 
Government In 1926. revised the 
pirate Jaw for the purpose of 
strengthening cqnttol over Bios Bn 
plrates, without satisfactory control, 
therefore In September 1027 Britain 
proposed to the Powers a joint cx- 
pedition ogninst pirates , but the 
United States, France and Italy re- 
fused. Therefore -Britaln decided to 
negotiate withtJopan for joint action. 
An understanding was reached be- 
tween the naval commander. in 
Honglcong and the Captain of the 
Japanese patrol ship Uji at Canton 
to watch over Blas Boy until Sonuary 
1028. 

The spokesmnn recalicd that in 
1023-nnd 1024 the Canton authori- 
tics unsuccessfully sent an expedi- 
tlon against pirates and. Britain {n 
April 1927 sent four warships and 
the alreraft carrier Hermes, to. Blas 
and destroyed 110. hotises ond 
In September 1028, siml-
